ERE it not that 
the Singing Pſalms, 


commonly Uſed in

equal, being patched up with little 
care, the words many of them out 
of Uſe and ſcarce intelligible, with- 
ozt fancy, and ſometimes, which is 
worſe, without any Senſe ; I cannot 
think that any ſober, devout Perſon, 
would decry or ſlight the ſinging of 
them in the Church: wherein though 
the common People cannot attain in 
this, more than in other matters, to 
much $kill or art; yet howewer they 
ſeem to me to be employed more af- 
feftionately in this, than in any other 
part of the Service : and conſidering 
that praiſing God is the moſt excellent 
part of it, by the ſame reaſon that 
the Apoſile prefers Charity before 
Faith

Faith and Hope, becauſe when they 
ceaſe to be of Uſe, this remains for 
ever, even in Heaven it ſelf; it 
may ſeem wery reaſonable to afford 
the People all furtherance and aſ- 
fiſtence to the better performance 
of that, to which they have already 
a laudable propenſion.. 


I confeſs there are diſcourage- 
ments to undertake ſuch a Work, 
and particularly that, which ſome 
others have deſervedly complained 
of, viz. the ungracefulneſs of the 
Meaſures of our Common Tunes : 
which I think, happens to have been 
the worſt choſen of any Metre extant

in any Language, and ſcarce admits, 
when words are fitted to them, of any 
Elegancy ; which therefore the Ex- 
cellent Poets of our own have balked, 
and choſen in their Tranſlations to 
uſe Pindaricks or other Meaſures of 
their own fanſying, wherein, without 
being ſo much ſlraitned, they had 
more ſcope for their flights and Ele- 
gancies. But ſince the People can- 
not be wound up to them, he that 
intends their benefit, muſt conde- 
ſcend, and take, as he finds it, the 
Metre they are accuſtomed to ; and 
fit ſuch words to them as they can 
underſtand, and may convey natural- 
ly and eaſily into their minds, that

pious Senſe which every where breaths 
in the Pſalms of David. And per- 
haps this may be a harder task to doe 
well, than he that has not tryd it

A Reverend Biſhop, that ſaw this 
fault and avoided it, yet pitched 
upon an unlucky Method in his 
Tranſlation, to make every firſt and 
ſecond, every third and fourth line of | 
a Pſalm to anſwer and rhime to one 
another ; whereby, in the ſhort-Mea- 
ſares eſpecially of Right and Six 
Syllables (which is the common one) | 
he was too much hamper'd and con- 
fined,” 'ſo that the words could not

which appears (the better to ex- 
plain what I mean) even in the two

Complaints, or to thoſe Pſalms that. 
inſiruct mens manners : Others are

of God, his Creation and. Provi- 
dence, or the perfefAions of the Al- 
mighty Ruler of the World; ar pro- 
phetically deſcribes things, that re- 
late to the Meſſiah.
